scribed as follows: “Presented by the 
Citizens of Pittsburg and Allegheny 
to Caph J. G. B. Adams, Commander- 
in-Chief of the G. A R , a t the En­ 
cam pm ent Held in Pittsburg, 1894.” 
Commander Adams Opened his ad­ 
dress by congratulating Pittsburg on 
its loyalty now as well as during the 
days of the war, citing its liberality 
in caring for the soldiers from the 
w est on their way to the front, as 
Philadelphia 
had 
done for those 
from the eastern states. 
Ke then ire 
ferred to the fact th a t four months 
confinem ent in a hospital had pre 
vented him from fully attending to 
his duty but having received the order 
in such excellent condition from his 
predecessor, and being so ably as­ 
sisted by his comrades, the order had 
not .suffered by reason of his disa­ 
bility.

grams each time to be sent o a t 
These were not in envelopes.

were signed “E. V. Debs.”

telegram s back and forth between the 
American Railway Union headquar­ 
ters and the Revere house. 
He had 
delivered some telegram s to Mr. Hogan 
personally, but none to Mr. Debs. 
Once he had seen Mr. Debs coming up 
the steps when he delivered a tele­ 
gram to “the man a t the door.”

reading a “great stack of

JANESVILLE ELECTRICAL CUR 
RENT COULDN’T KILL. 


Superintendent Proudfoot 
Says So, 
Declaring That People Who Are 
Electrocuted Might be Brought to 
Life Very Easily—The Course to 
Pursue. 


No man need be killed by the Janes­ 
ville street railway current. 
There you have Article I of Superin­ 
tendent W. R. Proudfoot’s creed. 
The energetic street railway mana­ 
ger admits that it may be possible to 
kill a horse by long exposure to the 
current. 
Hut a man? Never! 
A voltage that would kill a horse, 
he declares, will merely stun a man, 
and will not kill if attempts at resus­ 
citation are not 
neglected. 
Very 
much the same ideas that Superintend­ 
ent Proudfoot has are entertained by 
Dr. H. A. Goelet, who says that an 
electric shock may produce death in 
one of two ways, viz: (I) by producing 
destructive tissue changes when death 
is absolute: or (2) by producing sud­ 
den arrest of the 
respiratory and 
heart muscles through excitement of 
the nerve centers, when death is only 
apparent; in other words, animation 
is merely suspended. 
The subject 
may be aroused from this syncope if 
efforts at resuscitation are not too long 
delayed. 


minute. 
Ak the same time the tongue 
must be drawn out to free the throat. 
This manipulation stimulates respira­ 
tion in the following manner, 
viz.: 
When the arms are extended over the 
head, the chest-walls are expanded, 
just as in inspiration, and if the throat 
is clear the air will rush 
into the 
luugs. 
When the arms are brought 
down to the sides of the chest, com­ 
pressing it, the air is expelled just as 
in expiration. 
M otion Must B e Steady. 
The operator must appreciate the 
fact that this manipulation must be ex­ 
ecuted with methodical deliberation 
just as described, and never hurriedly 
nor half-heartedly. To grasp the arms 
and move them rapidly up and down 
like a pump handle is both absurd and 
absolutely useless. 
In addition to this, if an assistant 
be at hand, the tongue, held by a 
cloth or 
handkerchief to prevent 
slipping should be eeized and drawn 
forcibly out during the act of inspira 
tion or when the arm3 are extended 
above the head, and when the chest is 
compressed it may be allowed to re­ 
cede. 
This rhythmical traction upon 
the tongue is in itself an excellent 
stimulant of respiration. 
It acts not 
only by freeing the throat of the 
tongue, which may fall back and ob­ 
struct breathing, but also by reflex 
irritation. 
It is safe to say that many who have 
died 
in 
Consequence of electrical 
shocks might have been saved if those 
at hand had been properly instructed 
in the methods of reviving suspended 
animation.

To say that a person has received 
a shock from a wire conveying a cur­ 
rent of 4000 or 5000 
volts does not 
necessarily signify that the body has 
been subjected to the -ull force of the 
current, even if the meter does regis­ 
ter one ampere during the time of the 
accident. 
In view of the fact that the 
human body offers a resistance of sev­ 
eral thousand ohms, which resistance 
is greatly increased by imperfect con­ 
tact and by charring and burning the 
tissues at the points of application. It 
is not often that the internal st roc 
tures and vital organs are submitted 
to a very considerable volume of cur 
rent, though 
it apparently passes 
through the body. 
It must be borne 
in mind that 
when 
the clothing is 
moist with perspiration or wet with 
rain, it offers a circuit of less resist­ 
ance than the human body, and in 
this event the body receives only a 
ahunt current, 
very much 
less 
in 
quantity than the main current. The 
bulk of current, 
in this 
instance, 
passes over the surface and does not 
enter the body. 
This may explain 
the survival of some who have appa­ 
rently withstood very powerful cur­ 
rents. 
Seldom K ills O utright. 
With currents as tight as those used 
in Janesville, therefore, it may be 
presumed that electricity seldom kills 
outright, though the po' dition of sus­ 
pended animation which it produces 
would result in death if not counter­ 
acted. 
All things considered, it is rational 
to attempt the resuscitation of those 
apparently killed by electricity, and 
if not too long delayed the effort prom­ 
ises fair chances of success, provided 
proper measures are instituted. 
If the body has actually bien sub­ 
mitted to a current of sufficient vol­ 
ume to produce 
destructive tissue 
changes, all efforts of resuscitation 
Will, of course, be futile. 
If, on the other hand, only respira­ 
tion and the heart’s action have been 
temporarily arrested, there is a condi­ 
tion of syncope simulating apparent 
death by drowning, or from anaes­ 
thetics, and the physician knows that 
patients in this condition are frequent­ 
ly revived. 
This condition is one of 
exaggerated faint. 
Strong Stim ulation Needed. 
In an ordinary fainting spell the 
necessity to stimulate is universally 
appreciated. 
In 
syncope resulting 
from an electric shock, stimulation is 
likewise indicated, but more vigorous 
measures are required. 
This is the 
only difference. 
As said above, the direction to treat 
one shocked by electricity as one 
drowned may be misleading, as the 
conception of the layman of the neces­ 
sities in this case would be to roll the 
body on a barrel. Let bim understand 
that the condition is one of exagge­ 
rated faint; that the necessity is for 
prompt 
stimulation, and that the 
quickest and most powerful stimulant 
which can be employed is artificial 
respiration. 
The man must be made 
to breathe, if this is possible, and 
efforts to induce respiration must not 
be suspended until breathing is fully 
and normally restored or until it is 
' absolutely certain that life is extinct. 
This can not be assured in less than 
an hour’s persistent, eneigetic, tire­ 
less effort. 


To Induce Respiration. 
The body must be placed upon the 
back. 
A roll made of a coat or any­ 
thing el^e convenient 
(rolled, 
not 
folded) is placed under the shoulders, 
and iu; ■at be sufficiently large to so 
prep toe spine up as to drop the head 
backward. The operator should kneel 
behind the subject’s head, facing him, 
grasp the elbows and draw them well 
over the Lead, so as to bring them al­ 
most together above it, and hold them 
there for two or three seconds. 
Then 
he carries them down to the sides and 
front of the chest, firmly compressing 
it by throwing his weight upon them. 
After two or three seconds the arms 
are again carried above the head and 
the same maneuver is repeated, at the 
rate of fifteen or sixteen times per

m an in an English prison is alm ost as 
dead to the w orld as he would be in 
his tomb. 
N othing in the way of food 
or reading m atter can b 2 sent him by 
his friends and he is never perm itted 
to see a newspaper. 
Only a t long in­ 
tervals can he w rite or receive le tte rs 
and he is never allow ed to speak un­ 
less he is addressed by an official of 
the prison. 
A prisoner sentenced for 
three years may see a visitor once in 
three m onths and he is allow ed to 
w rite one letter. 
To men whose 
term s are longer such privileges are 
granted less often. 
For the first 
m onth th e prisoner’s bed consists sim­ 
ply of a broad board, raised a few 
inches above t h e 'floor. 
He has no 
m attress and the bed clothing con­ 
sists of a blanket, pillow, 
and a 
couple of sheets. 
At the end of a 
m onth, if his conduct has been all 
th a t is required, he is given a m at­ 
tress th ree nights a week. 
L ater he 
has a m attress five nights a week and 
still later, if his deportm ent con­ 
tinues absolutely perfect, he is al­ 
lowed a m attress every night. 
His 
food is also regulated by the len g th 
of tim e he rem ains in prison. 
He 
commences w ith the poorest and m ost 
m eager fare a t first, which is gradual­ 
ly changed for th a t a little b e tte r if 
his conduct is unexceptionable, but 
no m atter how well he may conduct 
him self his diet never equals th a t 
given to the 
ordinary prisoner in 
Am erica.”

HE MAJORITY OF 
people who

adorn the different 
denom inations 
of 
currency and silver 
pieces, d o l l a r s ,
